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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amended language that "at least a portion of the inflator is positioned within the housing" would require 
further consideration. Examiner also points that while Applicant's housing may be different than the housing of EP '446, the term 
"housing" without claiming particular structure could broadly be considered to be elements including the inflator support of EP '446. 
Applicant's argument that EP '446 does not show the particular. size/proximity relations is not persuasive. Examiner maintains that EP 
'446 shows an airbag cushion that when folded has a thickness of less than two inches along substantially all of the area. Furthermore, 
Examiner maintains that EP '446 shows and/or teaches that providing an inflation in close proximity to the cushion and cover (that being 
2 inches) is shown/taught to one of ordinary skill in the art. . 
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
